In large sections of the country 


the Increasingly popular motor-bus 
is decreasing the 
earnings of the 


railroads from passenger traffic. 
It 


is stated that of seventy railroads 
•whose passenger revenues 
during 


the first seven months of the current 
year exceeded a million dollars no' 
less than sixty showed a shrinkage 
in receipts from 
passenger traffic, 


and of the ten showing an increase 
five enjoyed a share of the heavy 
traffic to Florida. 
Not only is the 


motor-bus responsible for this situa- 
tion in general, but on some lines it 
is reported to have done vast dam- 
age to local passenger traffic. Hav- 
ing the free us* of roads maintained 
at public expense, the interurban 
motor-bus companies are 
able to 


give a frequent as well as a safe 
service, and they attract business 
not only because the speed of the 
motor-bus nearly 
equals 
that of 


local trains but because its patrons 
are lauded mucb nearer.their des- 
tination and can save the cost of 
taxi trips from railway stations.

consequence of the great volume of 
freight traffic, 
the

velopment is taken seriously. Some 
roads are meeting the new compe- 
tition by providing bus lines of their

About one hundred thousand dollars 


in tola dnst and currency lies buried 
In a certain Colorado gulch and has 
been there since 1S64. The currency 
was wrapped in oiled slli and the dust 
iras placed la tin cans.

either with the victim or one or more 
of his co-workers,, we then realize 
~vvtat a tremendous responsibility we 
have. 


"I am glad to say that leading rail- 


iofcd men.-s.re fully in accord with the 
general policies followed in our el-| 
forts to prevent accident*. 
They i 


lecognize the fact that safety is a! 
vital factor in railroad operation and 
the financial and moral support they 
are-giviRg this movement is indicat- 
ive of their great interest in conserv- 
ing the lives of their employes. 


"Organized safety has indeed been 


a vital factor ia railroad operation. 
In 1913 before constructive safety 
work had an opportunity to malve it- ] 
sell felt, 10,964 persons were killed i 
end 200,308 persons injured. In 1924! 
tnere were f>,617 persons Hilled, a re-| 
auction of 39.6 per cent, and 143,739, 
persons injured, a .reduction of 28.2. 
It must be remembered that this re- 
duction in casualties—which refers to 
ell classification—was made in -the 
face of a material increase in the 
number of railroad employes, an in- 
crease in the volume of freight and j 
passenger traffic, and what is still of.' 
Greater moment and increase ol 167 
i^er cent in the number of casualties 
at railroad highway crossings. If we j 
confine ourselves to employe and j 
passenger fatalities our record o' 
achievement would show the phe- 
nomenal reduction of 58 per cent.
